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lawyers, when Scott’s poetry was first spouted by every body, 
that the rhyme was but doggerel, and could be written by 
any versifier. The conversation excited interest, and the as- 
sertion of the wits opposition. To prove the correctness of 
their criticism, Mr. Prince wrote off at once a string of lines 
ending in words of similar sound, to which Judge Clayton 
added a note after Scott’s fashion. The subject was Brownee 
and the little negro cowboy. The rhyme and note appeared 
soon after in a paper published by Mr. David Hillhouse, in 
Columbia, South Carolina. Col. Johnson, when he heard of 
the pasquinade, only laughed, when he understood why it 
was written. Not so Mrs. Johnson. She asked a kinsman, 
who was a lawyer, to induce Mr. Prince to call in passing by 
to the court, that she might teach him a lesson in good 
behavior. 

After Mrs. Johnson’s death, which occurred in 1814-15, 
Col. Johnson removed with his unmarried children to Lauder- 
dale County, Alabama, where he married again. When all 
his children left him, he indulged in love for dogs and cats, 
keeping about seventy of each.

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WILLIAM H. CRAWFORD. 


Wituiam H. Crawrorp, was born 24th of Feb. 1772, in 
Amherst County, a part of Virginia, unsurpassed for good 
water, pure atmosphere, and the healthiness and heartiness of 
its inhabitants. Spencer of that county was reputed to be the 
largest man in the world. The nine Martins were as remark- 
able for height as Spencer was for weight. The Crawfords 
were both stout and tall..- William H. was six feet three 
inches high, his brothers Charles and Joel about as tall, and 
Bennet, Robert and David, but little lower. The elevated, 
rough, productive mountains of his nativity seemed to have 
impressed their characteristics upon his constitution. His fam- 
ily were Scotch, and claimed kindred with the lairds of that 
name. He was a lad at the close of the revolutionary war, 
and grew up with the hardy habits of those scuffling times. 
He carried with him to his highest.station a little of the rude- 
ness of his mountain raising. Soon after peace his father 
removed to Columbia County, Georgia. William H. labored 
on the plantation with his brothers until Dr. Moses Waddell 
commenced his school in the neighborhood. He attended it, 
and soon learned to appreciate his extraordinary capacity. He 
had arrived at manhood before his education extended be- 
yond the rudiments of learning. His quick apprehension and 
retentive memory enabled him to master the Latin and Greek 

~Janguages in the shortest possible time, and to comprehend 
and enjoy with peculiar zest the beauties of the best ancient 


_-—-writers---He never lost-his. relish for Virgil, Horace, Cicero, 


Xenophon and Homer. He continued to attend the examin- 
ations of academies and colleges, to enjoy the pleasure of 
renewed acquaintance with these old favorites. And yet he 
-—-was-above-the-vanity- of display; and entirely free from ped- 
antry. His father lost most of his property by some singular 
casualty before Williahm H. derived any advantage from it. 
He knew when he commenced life’s struggle that his success 
would be unaided by fortune, and made his exertions cor- 
respond with his necessities. As soon as he was qualified, he 
accepted the place of assistant to Charles, afterwards Judge 
Tait, then principal of the Augusta Academy, a connection 


~—which led to some of the most important events of his future ~~ —----~——— 
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career. Whilst engaged in teaching and studying law, he and 
Miss Gerdine became attached to each other and agreed to 
marry. The contract was consummated as soon afterwards 
as a competency was provided for housekeeping, which was 
so long that one less honorable and steadfast than Mr. Craw- 
ford might have forgotten the obligation, unattended as it 
was by the inducements of wealth and rank. Mrs. Crawford 
was an excellent wife. She still lives to keep fresh in the 
memories of her children the admirable qualities of their fond 
and indulgent father. 

Mr. Crawford was in 1799 appointed, in conjunction with 
H. Marbury, to digest the laws of Georgia. He settled about 
the same time in Lexington, Oglethorpe County, to pursue 
his profession. Whilst he was compiling the laws, being then 
unmarried, he passed most of his time at William Barnett’s 
his kinsman, who lived in Elbert County, on Broad River, 
immediately opposite my father’s residence. His plain dress, 
frank manners and decided straightforward way of speaking 
and acting, rendered him very acceptable to all the Broad 
River people. My father specially admired and confided in 
him. He obtained his promise that as soon as I was old enough 
he would make a lawyer of me. When I was about to com- 
mence preparation for the profession, he acknowledged the 
obligation; but advised me to go into Mr. Upson’s office, 
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and accepted. On the day of the meeting, Clark and his 
second harassed him with quibbles and controversies until he 
was out of temper and off his guard. When he took his posi- 
tion his disengaged: arm, was forgotten, and suffered to hang 
outside of his body, so that Gen. Clark’s ball struck his wrist, 
which would otherwise have passed harmlessly by. Clark’s 
hatred was increased, instead of being appeased by his acci- 
dental success. He renewed his challenge without any re- 
newed offence, and continued as long as he lived in Georgia, 
to obstruct by all the means which he could commazd, the 
way of Mr. Crawford’s political advancement. 

Mr. Crawford was elected a member of the Legislature by 
the people of Oglethorpe, for several successive years. His 
vigorous intellect and active industry entitled him to the first 
place among the members, a position which he was not slow 
in assuming. 

He was elected to the United States Senate in 1807, and 
was soon considered one of the great men of the most select of 
the legislative bodies of the world. He had the confidence of 
Mr. Jefferson, and was one of Mr. Madison’s most influential 
advisers. He showed his fearlessness.in the discharge of public 
duty, by attacking Mr. Madison’s Delphic-like recommenda- 
tions, when decisive measures were required by the state of 
the country. He was rewarded for his independence by being 


~on account of his long absence from home attending Congress. 


When Mr. Crawford commenced the life of a lawyer, many 


sent Minister to France. His tall. commanding person figur- 
ed conspicuously among the diminutive Frenchmen, whilst his 


noble features‘and gallant temper rendered him a great favorite 


_of_the_profession_-were-engaged_inthe_land-speculations-which 
at the time disgraced the State. An effort was made to induce 
him to act in unison with them. His refusal brought upon him 
the united opposition of the unprincipled clique. Finding his 


in Paris society. When he returned home, polished by intimate 
association with the highest class of the politest nation, his ap- 
pearance and manners made him the most imposing 
centleniani who had ever been. seen in Georgia. He indeed 


——talents—and-integrity-very-much-in-the-way—of their success, 


a conspiracy was entered into to kill, or drive him away. Van 
Allen, an impudent fellow from New York, a first cousin of 
President Van Buren, was chosen to play the bully. He chal- 
lenged Mr. Crawford and was killed. Gen. Clark having 
fought with fame at the battle of Jack’s Creek, and distin- 
. guished himself by the active part which he took in the brawls 
common in those days, thought his effort might be attended 


with better success. AC challenge was sent to Mr. Crawford

surpassed in personal appearance Mr. Clay, Mr. Calhoun, 
Mr. Lowndes, and General Jackson, his rivals for the Presi- 
dency, though each one of them would have attracted attention 
among a million. 

I was a member of Congress, whilst Mr. Crawford was 
Secretary of the Treasury, and had frequent opportunities of 
observing his singular capacity for business; his contempt for 


"_. pretences; his excellent memory, and the sagacity which en- 
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abled him to bring into the service of his department the best as- 
sistants which could be had for the performance of what was 
to be done. Rascals received no countenance from him. He 
employed none knowingly, and when he was deceived, told 
them so, and dismissed them. 

The improper use of lobelia by Mr. Crawford for an at- 
tack of erysipelas through the advice of an unskilful physician, 
whilst temporarily absent from Washington City, brought on 
paralysis, from which he never entirely recovered. The elec- 
tioneering for the Presidency was then going on very actively. 
He was never sensible of the injurious effects of the disease 
upon his mind, and refused to withdraw from the canvass. 
The ambitious men of his party had committed themselves to 
his support, and opposition to his rivals, before his enfeebled 
condition was known, so that their hopes of distinction through 
the favor of the President, rested upon him. There was no 
getting at the true state of his case during the pendency of the 
election. His chance for success was considered best of all 
the candidates, until the votes which determined the election 
were counted out. Complaining long afterwards to Mr. 
Crawford’s most intimate friend, who was one of the ablest 
and most honorable citizens of our country, of this conceal- 
ment of Mr. Crawford's condition from the country, he re-

“plied, that such was his conSdence in the integrity of Mr. 
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paralyzed state. His clear and conscientious sense of right, 
and extraordinary recollection of what he had known in early 
lite, kept him in the straight course. 


He was violently opposed to the nullification movement, 
considering it but an ebullition excited by Mr. Calhoun’s over- 
leaping ambition. 

Every one drank whiskey whilst Mr. Crawford was grow- 
ing up. His mind and body were but little affected by this 
habit until he was paralyzed. . He continued to use the accus- 
tomed quantity, often lost his self-control, and would talk 
of the rascality of the men of former times in mixed companies, 
to the great annoyance of some, and amusement of others. He 
retained his social temper and admirable conversational talents 
to the end of his life. He loved to tell anecdotes, and told 
them well. He saw the knob, and made others feel it. He was 
a capital laugher, and cared not a fig, when at his greatest 
elevation, for artificial dignity. He was as affectionate to 
his children as a father could be, loving them heartily, and 

| learning them to treat him familiarly and confidingly. To his 
children, friends, and’ neighbors, he was what they liked 
best and admired most. With but limited learning and unpol- 
ished manners, he was found upon trial equal to any demands 


_—_-_____which-his country could make upon him. He retained through ae 


life his love for his Broad River friends. He died among them, 
at the house of Mr. Valentine Meriwether, on his way to

His wife, never having associated with society before her mar- 
riage, when she went into company afterwards was as restless 
as if she was on thorns. They had only one child, a daugh- 
ter, who married a man by the name of McDaniel.

History of Stafford 


Four homesteads t-ken in 1876 and 1877, constituted what is now(staffora. ) Haytas 
E. B. Crawford filed on the south Bast quarter snd yess Morland on the north east 
quarter of section 14. yess Vickers on the northeast quarter and 3.R. Estel on the 
southwest quarter of section 13. a11 located in township 24, nange 12 west of the 
6th principal “Meridian . 

whe Crawford claim is now the southwest corner of town, The Morland claim the 
northwest, Vickerts claim the northeast, and the sstel claim the southeast part 
of stafford.” 

she Crawford claim was the first one staked. He came and located his Patan 
home on 1876, & little before the arrival of Mr. Vickers, Chauncey ardrey, father 
of. “‘nobert ardrey helped mr. Vickers choose his claim. mr.Vickers stopped at the 
Ardrey settlement, which was near the present ardrey school house, north east of 
stafford. and mr. ardeey wanted to help him get land as near toe their settlement 
as possible. so went out with mr. Vickers to see what they could find. and they 
chose the northwest quarter of section 13 in this township. 

mr. Morland was a son-in-law of mr. Vickers, and stcked the cicim tune’ west 
of the Vickers location. He was an ox soldiex smd was able to get final papers 
promptly on his homestead, ne did not keep it long, but sold it to yohn Smith. 
and mr. Morland took permanent location southeast of town on land now owned bees Ce 
Jordon"s son Lum. + 

- John Smith was the son of william Smith, sany of the older residents have beleived 
that the claim was taken by William smit., but the facts are that it was filed by ~ 
Morland and sold to yohn Smith, Fhe sont. * who was not then 21 years of age. The 
William smith family lived on this quarter for a time, and william Snfth later 
took a quarter section east of where the union Center School house is now located. 
this quarter section is now owned by the widow of E, B, Crawford. . mrs. Mary L. 
crawford. 1t appears to be quite probable that the title to the Morland claim was 

traheferred to young~.Smith because he was not old enough te take a homestead. 
although the father william Smith likely financed the deal: : 
Mr. Crawford was the first to stake his claim filing on same in 1876.° 

- ne returned to missouri to see his family in the rall of 1876, He returnéd 
to the homestead in early winter about the first of Jenuary 1877, and began’ work 
on his home. 

when Mr Vickers took his claim, he remained here and built a sod house at once. 
at was the first building in the town end located where Robinson nome Appliance 
now is located, 100 North Main Street, ? 

mar. Crasford had the first frame house ir town, and it was erected on the spot 
where omart's Drug Store is now located. 106 South Main Street.The Vickers house 
was completed by the last of 1876 and mr. Crawford's family moved into their house 
March 17, 1877. 

A 6od house was also built on the morland claim early in 1877, Hr Estel who had 
filed on the quarter east of mr. Crawford, came with Mr. crawford early in 1877 
when he returned from nissouri. we also erected a frame building, but did not build 
it until after mr Crawford's house was completed, it stood nearwhat is now 200 south 
nain street. 

poth Wickers and Crawford were véry enterprising, Vickers had two rooms 
in his sod honse and made it a hotel. He later added a third room, and the sod hotel 
that beacme famous in this section CORRS SE Ee of three rooms, ihe Vickers family 


also lived in this hotel. 


. 
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mrs. Vickers was a very hospitable person and was a Mother« to everyone. She 
patched the clethes of men who had no wives, shelooked after those who were sick, 
and she kept the hotel as neat-.as a pin. ihose who knew her give her credit for the 
success of the hotel. 

mr. Crawford built his house so that he coula have a store. ihis was done by 
means of a partition, the store being in front and quarters in the rear tor the 
family, she space over the rooms was partly floored and windows put in the nest 
end, and this space was used for extra bedrooms wnen necessary. shis was reached 
by means of a ladder. »12 of the lumber used was hauled by team and wagon.vay 
Meradden took Mr. Cravford‘e team and wagon and went to nutchinson and brought 
back the first stock of groceries for the store in the spring of 1877. Qther groceries 
were also hauled from ,teriing Kansas. or ,eace as it was called. 

sn addition there was almost always a supplu ot fresh antelope.-meat at the store. 
especially during the first year. a Man wnoose name Mrs, crawford does not tepember 

spent consider=ble time shooting and dressing antelope whish were plentiful. He 
brought the meat to Mr. Crawford te sell to those who wished to buy. 

in the beginning Mr. Crawford's store was somewhat of a post Office, though®: 

not actually se designated. ne sent to Hutchinson the names of those who wanted 
their mail, had the mail brought back to: the store and he delivered it to these 
persons when they,came in. It was quite a trip to Hutchinson and back with a team 
and wagon and was only made when absolutelp necessary. 

The first Post Office was located on the claim of U. M. Johnson. about ene half 
mile west of tihe santa Fe Depot, on the north side of the. road and was named the 
Lule Valley P. 0. for his little daughter Lulu. It was later moved to stafford 
after a town was started. into Trenck Maxwells store(100 South Nain ) now where 
Farmers N.Bank is lecated. 

Robert Earl Crawford was the first child te arrive here on the townsite ef 
stafford. He was the son of mr. and Mrs. E.B. Crawford. and a brother of narvey 
S. and Perry Crawford. also’ a daughter Lucy Margaret joined the family later. 
the birthdate of this first arrival was August 20th 1877. Mrs. Crawford and -the 

two older children had arrived in the »pring shortly after mr. Crawford had 
completed the house on his claim. Barl Crawford was better known in this community 
as Mike Crawford. He died June 18, 1918. 

Mrs. E.B. Sravford tells an interesting story of the last buffalo to ever set 
fret on the ground that is now stafford. It happened in the spring of 1877, $f 
she remembers correctly. Hainy weather had prevailed for a fewdays that spring. 
Harve and Perry Crawford sond of Itrs. Crawford and small a at that time were 
playing outside with two of the xstel children. 

The children came running into the house and Harve told his mother that:a 

sod house was coming up over the hill. it proved te-be a buffalo goming from over 
the hill where the cemetary now is located. it came as far as where the Frank 

Smart house is now. THe crawfords had brought a cow with them and she was staked 
out aboutthat location (Mr. Crawford had a horse that was a pretty good one, and 
he led the chase as the men in towmm got their guns ahd horses and followed the 
buffale west. Mr. Crawford soon left all of the others far behind and followed the 
animal to the sandhills between here and ot. Johm. In the vicinity the buffalo 
entered. « wallow or pool of water. Fé snorted and bellowed and created such a 
disturbance that mr. Crawford's horse was too frightened to get close. @n ordinary 
gum would not kill a buffale except at very close range and Mr, Crawford decided he 
needed help, Not far away lied a man who had killed many antelope and delivered the 
fresh meat to mr. Crawford for sale in his store. his Man had the kind of. gun that 
was needed, and mr. Urawfotd went and got him and the buffalo was killed. 

‘the men divided the meat. and mrs. Crawford says that was the only time they 
ever ate buffalq meat. The Crawford family still have the hide off of the face of 

this animal(If ~F was an indian I would say it's scalp.) 
-‘Fhey did see a few beffalo here the first year or two, unce they saw about a half 
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Mrs. Crawford relates that new comers arrived in large numbers in the summer of 1877 
And most of them came to what is now stafford even though theywent on further siuth 
or west, ihey were always seeking shelter. she remembers one night when 12 men ” 
from towa who were on their way to what is now iuka, came and wanted to stay all 
night. she said she told them she had no place to put them, they said Oh! on the floor 
or anyplace. une fine looking young Doctor said "Just . hanf me on a nail on the wall" 
She said it was a lot of work to make so many beds down on the floor but she did the 
best she could. and of course that meant that she and her family had to climb the 
ladder and sleep in the attic. which was really no fun when you had to carry the children 
up and down the ladder. 

he next morning the men asked her te bake biscuits for them to take whth them on 
their trip as their bread had all run out.and there was nor place to buy any, mPB. 
Crawford said she baked biscuits almost all morning in order to have enough for then, 
rioneers had to keep a well filled grub box when they traveled. 

many families bagan to move into this part of the county and the original owners 
of the four quarters which now comprise stafford decided they would like to have e toun’. 
mr Vickers yanted to lay off some town lots. nach of the four landowners agreed 
to put ten acres into a plot for tow lots. 

it was discovered that vohn Smith could not do this beeause he was not 21 years old. 
and it was necessary for him and some others to go to Hutchinson and get the "Rights of 
majority" conferred on him, ne could then deed his land for lots. 

Many of the homes were sod houses as lumber wus expensive and had to be hauled 
from sterling or Hutchinson. Thé first name of the settlement was that of “Sod Tew" 
When it began to have prospects of becoming a real town the name was changed to 
stafford to confo#m with the name of the county. 

The merchant to next follow mr. Crawford into business was xd. Hadlock who erected 
a two story frame building just about where aaron sélls now has his place of business. 
on South Main street. He kept dry goods and groceries and caskets. The upper room 
was used for storage for the caskets. rhis room was also used for Church services 
fer varioua groups, and later for part school services. 

as early as 1877: religious services were being held in the sod house of valeb 
Peacock 24 miles southwest of stafford, the farm just across the read il our home. and 
the home of vaniel Pound about 2} miles south of stafford. 

rhe first Church built in Stafford was the Methodist in 1883 and dedicated in 
1884. 1t stood on the same lots that the present modern church stends. 1 attended 
and joined by transferof membership, this church when 1 came -here as a bride in 
June 1900 from outchinson, Kansas. 

The rriendship church was constructed by kev. J. G, Smiley in the later part 

of 1877 at the home of Deacon Daniel Pound. when the Babtist church was organized in 
the winter of 1878 the members of the Friendship church joined in a body. 

The Congregational organized sept. 25. 1880 by nev. Bamuel Dilley. 

The Christian church was organized 1887. U.L, Milton came here and preached. 

Reformed rresbyterian. 1687. Covenanter 1911, United presbyterian, July 31. 1891. 

Friends Church, built in 1906, destroyed by cyclone two months later..(was dedicated 
web. 12. 1906) Rev. Abel Bond, was pastor until 1977. Catholic Church built May 1914 
razed in 1934. church of christ 1907. ; 

The first balcksmith shop was owned by S.R. Estel and Lon. Estel his brother: end 
was located about where vr. Longwood's Clinic im now. 115 kest Broadway. Mr. iach 
says it was a favorite place to loaf: - bythe Séys“of: his age. 

The first term of school held in Stafford was a summer term, taught by a French 
canadian, Jim De Golly, in the summer ef 1878, school sessions were held in a sod 
house which stood approximately where the City Light Office now stands, 116 west 

Broadway. with twelve students an attendance, Harve Crawford was one of the pupils, 
his first term of school. ; 

asa Gere built the first five brick buildings in Sed Town, four of which now 
stand. pack in 1880 Mr. Gere bought two machines for brick making, got clay from 
the pit south ef his home south of town and brought a crew of men here to make 
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brick, He had-a couple of small houses on his place for his workers to live in, 
the first building erected by Mr. Gere, from brick which he manufactured, is the one 
now occupied by Tedman 1zransfer at 219 so uth Main. 

The second store was used by the masonic Lodge for a while, and a furniture 
store was on the ground floor. 104 north Main where wallace now has his place of 
business. 

the next was built and later razed where peacock and soice now have their place 
of business. 125 north Main. 

he third was built at 101 south main Street now the Post Offiee. 

The fourth is at 115 south main where the pnlue pottom Cafe is now located. 
xhe building where smarts Drug store was soon built after these at 105 s. Main. 
mY. Gere discontinued his brick plant about 1886, but supplied the brick that 
were used in the first brick school building here in 1887. 
UN April 5, 1882 the day of the vounty seat election a cyclone came and 
blew the stafford allot box away, of course st. John won over stafford and a 
rivalry still exists between the two towns. not many homes were left unharmed after 
the storm, crawford's new home was destroyed but out of the wreckage they added 
another story and a half onto the back of the old house back of the store and 
lived there again. nome of the hats and dry goods and personal belongings were 
carried almost to Sterling in that cyclone. put the pioneers of Stafford were 
undaunted. and by the time the town was incorporated peptember 10, 1885 it had a 
* population in excess of 300, that number bring reduired by law before qnetzporetinn 
was possible. 
rollowing the cyclone on april 14, 1882 another election was held to decide 
which place was to be the vounty peat and st. John won, receiving 431 votes and 
stafford 368.otafford. became a City bg means of a vourt order, in conformity 
with state Eaw,A copy of that order is found in the first book used for the 
recording of Vouncil meetings, included in the order is the descriptign of the 
land that became a pert of the original town. 
vudge Nimocks issued stafford isncorporet&onm Orders at Lyons and set date for 
slection. after fully describing the property it goes to say "the same is hereby 
incorporated as a city of the third class by the name of "Stafford vity" in 
Stafford County Kansas as herein described bymetes and bounds. 

"Thea the first election of City Officers is hereby ordered to be held on 
Tuesday the 29th of september, a.D, 1885. at the law office of +.F. Halverson, Atty. 
at Law. said law office bein® situated upon the lands es above described." 

"That n.M. Blair, vohn Clyne and s.B, Crawford are hereby appointed as judges of 
said Uity election, shat W.Natting and G.W. Oliver are appointed as clerks of 
said city election." 

"That rrank Cox, v.W. Ratcliff and vesse Vickers are appointed as a board of 
Convassers to canvass the election returnes of said above city election,” 

"That this order be forthwith spread at length on the records (Journal} of the 
Distriet Court of stafford vounty, ,sansas and that it be once published in full 

in the stafford Herald one week prior to seid election." 
"Witness my hand at chambers at Lyons, Kansas. this the 10th vay of 
September, a. D. 1885."

* motion of S. H. Garrow, then a resolution establishing the 
boundaries of the town and of the three wards, and one fixing 
the tax rate at twelve and a half cents on the hundred dollars.

After demand by the collector at the house, the 
taxes, when necessary, were sued before justices. | 
A police commissioner was appointed for each ward to see 
to enforcement of ordinances, and there were two police consta- 
bles to make arrests. Fines were declared by the board after 
hearing the parties, and, unless paid then, sued and collected 
before a justice. They were divided between the constable

The early ordinances relate to cows and goats at large, the 
regulation of balls, to slaves, obstructing and digging in 
streets, to burning lime, chimneys, licenses, and the like. The 
discharge of firearms was prohibited, except to kill dogs at 
large.

. phobia at Pascagoula. Their law against drums (like many

On April 4, they established a bread tariff or “assize,” and 
this practice was kept up for a long time. Flour being ten 
dollars-a barrel, the “bit loaf” should weigh twenty-eight 
ounces, —a bit being the Spanish coin worth twelve and a half 
cents. The penalty for violation was a fine, and forfeiture to 
the overseer of the poor of all bread on hand; and a number of 
convictions are on record. 

In April they resolved, on motion of Garrow, that it was 
expedient to build a wharf. He wished it at the end of Gov- 
ernment Street’ (by the fort esplanade), but the vote on this 
was a tie. Garrow then left the meeting after forcible remarks, 
whereupon they made a rule that any one using personalities 
should be fined ten dollars. However, his plan for the wharf 
was accepted at the next meeting. The wharf privilege for ten 
years ‘was to be leased to the highest bidder; this “Jeassee ” 
should build the wharf as planned by the commissioners, and 
the town pay him what the structure was worth at the end of 
the term. He could charge not exceeding certain fixed wharf- 
age, as six and a half‘ cents per bale of cotton and one dollar 
per day for vessels of ten tons. This sale of wharf privilege 
(to be advertised in the “Mobile Gazette’’) did not, any more 
than the market, materialize during the first year, however.

Gules is red, and is designated by vertical l’ne,. A fess is the horizontal band occupying the center one- 
third of the shield.

The 12 crests on the left and bottom sides of the cover represent 23 of the 33 Crawford families listed in 
Fairbairm's Crests of the Leading Families in Great Britain and Ireland. While crests are generally unique to 
a specific family, the coat of cis shown ler. can probably be considered “generic” for the name Crawford. 
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THE MODIFIED HENRY NUMBERING SYSTEM FOR FAMILY HISTORIANS 


Among the several numbering systems used by genealogists, the Henry System is 
believed to be the simplest for numbering descendants of a progenitor. The 
system is not applicable to numbering ancestors in a pedigree chart or 
ahnentafel. 


The Henry System numbering system is as follows: 
1 is the progenitor of a family linage (first known ancestor) 
11 is the first child of 1 


12 is the second child of 1 
13 is the third child of 1 


1(10) is the tenth child of 1 
- and so on. 


111 is the first child of 11 
112 is the second child of 11, and so on. 


121 is the first child of 12, and so on. 


1(10)1 is the first child of 10, and so on. 


Thus, an individual numbered 15326 is 
the sixth child of 1532 who is 
the second child of 153 who is 
the third child of 15 who is 
the fifth child of 1 who is the progenitor. 


Note that the number of generations removed from the progenitor is one less 
than the number of characters in a number, except when there are ten or more 
children in a family. With the same exception, cousins are easily identifiable 
by the number of characters in the numbers. Individuals with three-character 
numbers are all first cousins, except for the siblings in each family. 
Similarly, second cousins are those individuals with four-character numbers. 
One could extend these analogies ad infinitum except for the occurences of ten 
or more children in a family. 


The Modified Henry System resolves the exceptions noted for the Henry System 
when ten or more children occur in a family. The exception is resolved by 
using A to designate 10, 
B to designate 11 and so on. 

This modification to the Henry System is a boon to researchers who use 
computers and a database format for recording information on family lineages. 
In a sorting operation, a computer program would not recognize (10) as the 
tenth in a sequence. However, computer sorting methodology will sequence the 
capital letter A after 9, B after A and so on. Eureka! 


THE CRAWFORD EXCHANGE uses a further modification to identify spouses; namely 
the adding of either zeroes or asterisks to the number of the respective 
descendant. That is, 153260 or *15326 identifies the first spouse of 15326. 
The second spouse is designated 1532600 or **15326, and so on.
